Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 34, 44 - 46, 48, 52, 63, and 66 - 68 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regards to claims 34, 44 - 46, 48, 52, 63, and 66 - 68, the prior art on record 
fails to suggest or render obvious an array of photodiodes extending in two dimensions 
comprising specifically a plurality of substrates having a plurality of anodes at one 
surface and a plurality of cathodes at a further surface while a bulk substrate is 
maintained between said anode and cathode, as well as separate outputs for each 
cathode. 

The closest prior art Trimlin et al. (US Patent 5,227,656) teaches similar limitation 
but is silent to applicant claimed limitations, Specifically Trimlin teaches a plurality of P- 
N junctions on a substrate and than the substrate is etched away, therefore leaving a 
plurality of P-N junctions without a plurality of substrates (See figure 7), Thus, applicants 
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disclosure provides a novel and non-obviousness improvement over the prior art on 
record.
